Fee, and bekoze the Seals appointed foz the ſame are affixed co the ſatd Clothes and Dꝛaperies, 
contrary to the Laws and Statutes of this Our Realm, Whereby the lald Aulnager, and Hts 
{ad Truſtees, are diſableb from paying the ſaſd Rent reſerved upon the ſaid Letters Patents, and 
1 great Arrear is incurred and become due to Us, and the Denyal and non-payment of the ſald Sub- 
ſidy, manifeſtly tends to the leſſning and diminution of Our ſad Anctent Revenue: Wheretoze 
Minding and Intending Remedy and Redzeſs to be had in this behaif, We do by this Our Pꝛo⸗ 
:4amatton Command, Publiſh, and Require all Clothiers and Others, whom this Dur Pꝛoclama⸗ 
:ton may concern, That they from Hencefoz 1 Subſidp and Aulnage, due and to be 
bald, by the Laws and Statutes of this n, as Well fo; the Old Dꝛaperies as the 
Mew, in ſuch Manner and P2opoztion as hath been fogmeriy Uſed and Accuſtomed, and as by the 
Laws and Statutes of this Realm, the ſame of are due and payable, unto Our ſaid Aul- 
nager, and Collectoz of the ſatd Subſidy, His Depattes and Subſtitutes; And that they, noz any of 
them, do pzeſume to put, lend, oz ſet to Sale, any Clothes, Half-Clothes, Pietes of Clothes, Ker- 
ſeys, and Freezes, called oz known by the name of the Old D2aperies, oz any Bays, Says, Der- 
ges, Stuffs, oz other Diaperies whatſoever, called oz known by the name of the New Dzapertes, 
2efoze payment of the ſaid Dubſlidy and Aulnagers Fee, as by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm 
the lame of Right are due and payable, under the Pains and Penalties thereupon enſuing, and as 
they will anſwer the contrary at their Perfls.- And Our Will and Pleaſure is, and We do hereby 
itrattly Charge and Command all Mavoꝛs, Baplitts, s of Peace, Head-bozoughs, Conſta⸗ 
ales, and other Our Officers, Piniſters, and lo s whatſoever, That they be Ayding 
and Alliſting, to Dur laid Aulnager and Collectoz of the ſaſd Subſidy, His Deputy and Deputies, 
amd every of them. tn and by all lawful wates and means whatſoever, foz the due Execution of the 


ſatd Offices, and Collection of the ſaid Subſidy, as they tender Our Pleaſure, and will anſwer the 
contrary at their Perils,
